children,  Suaint-Gerwoes oceupled a house iu
the cnvirous of Tlemeen, which town is not fac
from the foutier of Morocco; e wus in easy
circumstanecs, and sometimes thouehtlessly
bot-ted of the suws of money which e ocension-
whly received from bis sons, oue of whom was
settled in Amerien, He sappenrs to have been nnt
oversserupulous in his basiness relations, and
frequently bhooght s olen enttle trom the na-
tivee; these transactions brought him 1o connee-
tHon with some Arvaba of the lowest grade, and
ennbled these latter to become aequainted with
the positiou of bis premiges, BalntGermes had
no great confidevee in his neigbbors, and his
residence resembled o small foriresa, being pro-
tected ngainst nny nocturnal attack from withe.

Disgrnceful Proceedings nt a Politieal
Meeting—The “White"” Boys in Blue
on the Raompage,

Special Despatoh (o The Evening Telegraph,
CmicaGo, Aug, 20.—There wns a serious riot

here last night at an Irish politieal meeting in

the Eighth Ward. The Democrats in attendanes
excecded the Republicans in numbers, and
somehow or other, each party laying the blame
on the otber, a fight was inaogurated of a most

alarming character, One Mr, Juhn Pope at-
temptea to state the purpose of the meeting,
when the White Boy=ain Blue proceeded to drown
his voice with yells, strieks und grosns, Tue
entratce of the Insh Tanners was the signal for
the crowning outhurst ol terovity,

The scene which followed was of the mnst
exciting natore from the stroegling crowd
where elubs and flags and torch sticks wave
and fluttered in the wildest contusion, Howls,

elle, proans, and blasphemy succeeded, The

urning torches of the Tanners were over-
turved and, all aflame, ecattered about the
room, etiing fire the building in several places
and niquiring instant atwention to prevent its
destruction, Clubg, #ists, sluneg shots, and
revolverg were used, and the Tacners, taken by
surpriee, by the evidently preconcerted assiult,
and greatly overpowered, were driven out into
the streets, Here, the riot still ragiog, paving
stones were enlled into requisition fn additvon
to otter wespons, and it sgeemed likely that
many would be killed,

The alarm bad been sent to the Fourth 8treet
Police Statiop, and a squad of poheémen came
on the domble-quick to the wcene, Captlain
Kenuedy, of the Western Divislon Police, also
burried down in & bugey, and rising up I his
carringe, ordered the crowd to disperse, The
presence of these pracemnkers had the desired
eflect, aud the noters beean to dieperse, when
some one ruiged tbe yell of “Seymour und
Blair.,” For a moment it seemed as if the assaolt
would be renewed, The poliee succeeded in
urresting three men, aud the riwoters gradaally
disper ed,

Non«Paymeni of the Police Fores —
Enncimentis by the Legislnture—Eme-
portant Railroad FProvisions.

New Onusaxs, Aug. 20.—The police foree of
New Orleans have not becn paid for five months,
Yesterday a commiltee from the force walted
on the Mayor with a memorial, seltivg forth
that many of the officers are without means to
procure the commonest necessities of li'e; that
their families are in sctunl want; that some
officers have been reduced 10 abzolate beggary,
and Lave been compelled to solicit from Lhe
charitable whose residenees they goard, food to
take to their tamities; and stating that it was
not charity they asked, but pay for labor hon-
estly performed,

Councile considered the memorial and passed
a resolation declaring thelr inability to move in
the mutter, and reterred the memorial to the
Legislatore,

In the House yesterday an act was passed
amending the charter of the cliy of Jefferson,
